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Applications Desired U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick has 
for 1500 Fellowships announced approval of 406 programs of graduate study in- 
Under Education Act volving 1,500 three-year fellowships authorized by the 


National Defense Education Act. "These approved programs 
of 136 graduate schools are designed to increase the nation's supply of college teachers 
and to expand graduate facilities," Commissioner Derthick said. 

The fellowship awards, provided under Title IV of the National Defense Education 
Act, are for study during the 1960-61 academic year. Already studying in the nation's 
colleges and universities are 1,000 graduate students awarded National Defense Fellowships 
last May. A total of 5,500 three-year fellowships are authorized under the act over a 
four-year period. 

The approved programs were selected from 918 proposals submitted by 155 institutions 
which requested 5,370 fellowships. A 12-member Advisory Committee of distinguished educator} 
from colleges and universities and a panel of 5 consultants from graduate schools reviewed | 
all proposals and made recommendations to the commissioner. All approved programs lead to 
the doctoral degree and, as required by the act, either establish new or expand existing 
graduate facilities. 

"Practically all 123 institutions which participated in the Graduate Fellowship Pro- 
gram last year received additional fellowships," the commissioner pointed out. "Of the 
406 graduate study programs just approved, 202 include new fellowship allotments for pro- 
grams approved last year." 

The 136 graduate schools with approved programs will receive up to $2,500 per year 
for the cost of educating each fellow. The fellow will receive $2,000 for the first year 
of study, $2,200 for the second, $2,400 for the third, together with an allowance of $400 
for each dependent. 

Graduate schools with approved programs will submit student applications for fellow- 
ships with recommendations to the Commissioner of Education by March 5. The fellowship 
awards will be announced shortly thereafter. All but 150 of the fellowships will be 
awarded to students who have had no more than one semester of graduate study in the field 
in which they intend to earn their doctoral degree. 

The Graduate Fellowship Program is headed by Dr. Henry Bent, on leave from his 
position as dean of the graduate faculty and professor of chemistry at the University of 
Missouri. 

The official announcement of the U. S. Office of Education gives a complete list of 
participating institutions with the names of the approved programs and the number of 
fellows approved for each. Copies of this announcement have been widely distributed 
among all the colleges and universities of the country. Two copies have been sent to 
each college president, with additional copies to directors of graduate programs and to 
faculty representatives of the Woodrow Wilson Fellowship Program. Interested students 
should consult these sources on their own campuses first for additional information, 
since the time for preparing applications is short. However if adequate information is 
not available on the campus, it may be obtained by writing to the Graduate Fellowship

Science Foundation Several months ago the National Science Foundation quietly 
Has New Program to inaugurated a program providing matching grants for con- 


Improve Facilities struction or structural improvements of scientific research 
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laboratories in colleges and universities. The first grants, totalling $2 million, 
will be announced about the end of March on the basis of proposals submitted be- 
fore December 1, 1959. 

The Foundation has now announced that the next closing date for receipt of 
proposals for support of renovation and/or construction of graduate level (doctoral) 
research laboratories is March 1, 1960. Proposals received prior to that date will 
be reviewed during late spring and early summer. Disposition of approved proposals 
will be made during late summer 1960. Proposals received after the March l, 1960 
closing date will be reviewed following the next closing date which is expected to 
be September 1, 1960. 

This program will continue to require at least 50 percent participation by the 
institution with funds derived from non-Federal sources. Proposals may be submitted 
for modernization or construction of research laboratories, including laboratory 
furnishings but not including apparatus or equipment, in any field of the natural 
sciences. For the present, this Program is restricted to those departments which 
have an on-going program leading to the Ph.D degree. Support of facilities to be 
used primarily for instructional purposes will not be considered. It is suggested 
that, depending on the discipline involved, preliminary inquiry be made to either 
the Division of Biological and Medical Sciences or the Division of Mathematical, 
Physical, and Engineering Sciences, National Science Foundation, Washington 25, D.C. 


Information concerning the Program and instructions for preparation of proposals may 
be obtained upon request. 


Eisenhower Tells In his State of the Union message to Congress on January 
Congress Attitude 7, President Eisenhower included the following remarks 
Toward Education concerning the critical problems of American education. 


I do not doubt that our urban and other perplexing problems can be solved in 
the traditional American method. In doing so we must realize that nothing is really 
solved and ruinous tendencies are set in motion by yielding to the deceptive bait of 
the "easy" Federal tax dollar. 

Our educational system provides a ready example. All recognize the vital 
necessity of having modern school plants, well qualified and adequately compensated 
teachers, and of using the best possible teaching techniques and curricula. 

We cannot be complacent about educating our youth. 

But the route to better-trained minds is not through the swift administration 
of a Federal hypodermic or sustained financial transfusion. The educational process, 
essentially a local and personal responsibility, cannot be made to leap ahead by 
crash, centralized governmental action. 

The administration has proposed a carefully reasoned program for helping 
eliminate current deficiencies. It is designed to stimulate classroom construction, 
not by substitution of Federal dollars for State and local funds, but by incentives 
to extend and encourage State and local efforts. This approach rejects the notion 
of Federal domination or control. It is workable, and should appeal to every Ameri- 
can interested in advancement of our educational system in the traditional American 
way. I urge the Congress to take action upon it.

These will be the only awards made under 
this program during the current fiscal year.

Because of the numerous questionnaires received by unions, 
many of them duplicating each other, it has been a long 
standing Association policy to advise all members not to fill 
out union questionnaires unless the blanks or accompanying 
letter show Association authorization. 


So if you want to save time for yourself and others, send 
your inquiry to the national office first. 


And if you receive an unauthorized questionnaire, again 


save time by simply referring the sender to the national office."

Undergraduates Down Undergraduate enrollment in the nation's 234 engineering 
5 in Engineering colleges and universities declined 5.4 percent last fall 


in the face of an all-time high in general college en- 
rollment, U. S. Commissioner of Education Lewrence G. Derthick has revealed. He 
said the number of full-time and part-time undergraduates in engineering schools is 
243,000 compared with 257,000 in the fall of 1998. General college enrollment rose 
from 3,259,000 in the fall of 1958 to 3,402,000 last fall, an increase of over 4 
percent. 

Freshman enrollments declined for the second consecutive year. The total 
number of freshmen in engineering courses is 68,000, compared with 70,000 in the 
fall of 1958. This is a reduction of 3 percent. 

"The fact that graduate enrollments in engineering courses are now at an all 
time high is not as reassuring as it should be, because this only reflects increased 
undergraduate enrollments for several years prior to 1958," Commissioner Derthick 
said. The number of graduate students in engineering schools now is somewhat over 
35,000, compared with a little less than 33,000 in the fall of 1958. 


Increase Shown in The number of master's degrees awarded in Engineering 
Engineering Degrees in the United States increased 16 percent over the pre- 


ceding year during the 1958-59 academic year which just 
ended. This is substantially higher than most advance estimates, U. S. Commissioner 
of Education Lawrence G. Derthick has revealed. The total number of master's de- 
grees awarded during the 1958-59 academic year is 6,761 compared with 5,788 in 
1957-58 and 4,177 five years ago during the 1953-54 academic year. The figures are 
based upon virtually complete returns from institutions of higher education through- 
out the United States and its possessions. 

The increase in the number of bachelor's and doctor's degrees between 1957-58 
and 1958-59, while also large, is just about what had been anticipated, the Com- 
missioner said. Bachelor's degrees totaled 38,162 in 1958-59, an increase of 10 
percent from 35,332 in 1957-58. Doctor's degrees totaled 713, up to 10 percent 
from the 647 of 1957-58. 

The total number of Engineering degrees conferred in this country in 1958-59 
was 45,636, nine percent more than the 41,767 recorded in 1957-58 and 69 percent 
higher than the 27,003 in 1953-54. 


Federal R & D Funds The Federal Government will obligate an estimated $8.1 
Continue to Increase billion during fiscal 1960 for the support of scientific 

research and development, an increase of three percent 
over fiscal 1959 obligations of $7.9 billion, the National Science Foundation has 
announced. This compares with a 34-.percent increase for fiscal 1959 over the pre- 
ceding year, according to Federal Funds for Science, VIII. The Federal Research 
and Development Budget, Fiscal Years 1956, 1959, and 1960. The publication is one 
of a Foundation series presenting in terms of obligations and expenditures Federal 
agency funds for scientific research and development, including amounts for the 
conduct of such activity and increase of R & D plant. — 

Three agencies accounted for an estimated 92 percent of the total Government 
obligations for the conduct of research: and development during fiscal 1959, 
according to the report. These agencies, the Department of Defense, the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and the National Aeronautics and Space Administration, obli- 
gated $6.7 billion of the $7.2 billion total for the conduct of R&D. 

Federal obligations for conduct of research and development during 1959 were 
distributed among performers as follows: profit organizations, 65 percent; 
Federal installations, 24+ percent; educational institutions, 9 percent, and other 
performers, 2 percent. 
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About one-fifth of total obligations for R&D, or $1.4 billion in fiscal year 
1959, was committed for research, both basic and applied. Of this amount, the 
physical sciences, including engineering sciences, accounted for two-thirds, the 
life sciences for nearly a third, with the remainder for social sciences. 

Obligations for basic research account for about 7 percent of the total 
amounts for conduct of research and development, or nearly $500 million in fiscal 
1959 and 1960. Data for basic research obligations by performer, included in the 
report for the first time, show that nearly half of the Federal obligations for 
basic research in fiscal year 1959 were allocated to educational institutions.

$12 Billion for R&D The National Science Foundation has estimated that total 
Estimated for 1959-60 funds for scientific research and development in the 

United States will reach an all-time high of $12 billion 
for the year 1959-60, up $7 billion from the level of 1953. 

A Foundation study found an increase of nearly 160 percent in funds used in 
the performance of R&D by private firms and related organizations from 1953-54 to 
1959-60. Expenditures by these organizations are expected to rise from $3.6 
billion to a projected $9.4 billion during the period. More than half the funds 
expended by industry were found to have come from the Federal Government, with 70 
percent of industry's funds expended on development rather than research. 

Expenditures by other sectors of the economy for the performance of research 
and development also are expected to demonstrate substantial increases for the 

1953-54 to 1959-60 period. The Foundation estimated expenditures by the Federal 
Government will rise from $970 million for 1953-54 to $1.78 billion for 1959-60, 
by colleges and universities from $450 million to $1 billion, and by other non- 
profit institutions such as philanthropic foundations and health agencies from $100 
to $250 million. 

The study, "Funds for Research and Development in the United States, 1953-59," 
is number 16 of the series Reviews of Data on Research and Development. In the 
study, hyphenated years represent a l2-month composite of fiscal, academic, and 
business years. 

Transfers of R&D funds from the sources to the performers for 1953-54 and 
1956-57 are also given. In the 1956-57 survey year, the Federal R&D dollar was 
divided as follows: industry, 65 cents; Federal scientific installations, 25 
cents; colleges and universities, 8 cents; and nonprofit institutions such as 
philanthropic foundations, voluntary health agencies, and independent nonprofit 
research institutes, about 2 cents, according to the study.
